BROTHER GASTON: 
If that’s the case I think we ought to 
re-double our efforts to strengthen and 
stabilize this world-wide ministry. I am 
convinced that we are reaching a great 
audience every week with a message 
that is clear and dynamic. 


BROTHER RIGGS: 

To every church that will pledge regular 
support we will send a_ beautiful black 
and gold metal plaque which may be dis- 
played outside to associate that church 
with Revivaltime. This sign will make 
the church the beneficiary of the results 
of the broadcast in that area and could 
easily bring in souls and new members 
to more than repay any gifts. 


BROTHER GASTON: 

I can see that mere stepped-up giving 
for a short period will not keep this sav- 
ing Gospel on the air. The need and the 
call is for regular, consistent supporters 
of this worthy cause. I hope all the 
friends of our fellowship will ask the 
Lord what He would have them do. 


BROTHER RIGGS: 

I hope so too. With the authorization of 
the General Council in Milwaukee we 
have made an effort to launch a joint 
evangelistic crusade across the nation, 
but so far we are only half way across. 
I sincerely trust that our brethren will 
help us all the way across to victory in 
our united onward push for God and 
souls,

e had gone to the temple 
© fet to pray as every real 
believer must. And he 


knew the rules for prayer —- “enter 
into his gates with thanksgiving and 
into his courts with praise” — so he 
stood in flowing robes which marked 
him as a devotedly religious man, 


crossed his hands over his chest, and 
turned his eyes to heaven. Then he 
spoke aloud: “Father, I thank Thee 
... He hesitated a moment and then 
» began again: “Father, I thank Thee 
... Once more he stopped. Proper 
form in prayer dictated that it should 
begin with thanks, but for what 
should he give thanks? For God Him- 
self? For God’s goodness to man- 
kind? These thoughts seem not to 
have even entered his mind. He look- 
ed around as though seeking for in- 
spiration. The beauty of the great 
temple, built as an expression of love 
to God, seemed not to make any im- 
pression on him. The symbolical ob- 
jects of the temple worship, designed 
to make men think of the goodness 
of God, seemed not to even be seen 
as he glanced around the room. 
Finally his gaze fell upon a man — 
another person who, like himself, had 
come there to pray. Only one look 
was enough to make it evident that 
the new invader of the sanctuary 
wasn't a very important person, He 
was wealthy. That was evidenced by 
his dress. But he couldn’t have been 
outstandingly religious for he did 
not stand boldly in a prominent place 
and pray aloud as good religious men 
should. Instead he stood in a corner, 
almost hid by one of the massive pil- 
lars of the temple. 

Now he had inspiration. Once more 
the worshipper turned to pray. The 
common, irreligious intruder had re- 
minded him of a lot of things. So he

even lifted his hands so great was his 
fervor, and raised his voice so that 
everyone might hear: “I thank Thee, 
Lord, that I am not like the great 
mass of people. They are all intent 
on grabbing everything they can for 
themselves. They don’t care what 
they have to do to get what they 
want. They are immoral. I thank Thee 
that I am not even like the man who 
prays yonder, this grabber of taxes 
who dares to invade our temple. And 
I would have Thee remember, Lord, 
that I fast regularly, twice each week; 
and that I am scrupulous in the ex- 
actitude with which I compute my 
tithes.” 

He had given thanks, and he felt 
quite satisfied with himself, in a re- 
ligious way, as he made his way 
from the temple. In fact he felt such 
a sense of smug personal satisfaction 
that he determined to go to the mar- 
ket where great throngs would be 
gathering for the business of the day. 
And he would pray again on the 
street corner where all men might 
see his devotion to God. After that he 
would go home and plan for the next 
parade which he would organize for 
an impressive presentation of his 
tithes at the temple. 

The other man? He seemed not to 
have even been aware that someone 
had prayed at and about him, He was 
lost in communion with God, and 
seemed to be stirred with a deep in- 
ner emotion. He bowed his head. He 
smote his breast. His lips formed 
words that were perhaps inaudible 
because of suppresed sobs: “God be

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merciful to me a sinner.” Then he 
went from the temple with an inner 
radiance and with gratitude for the 
consciousness that his sins were for- 
given. 

It is true that this is just an im- 
aginative description. But it is a de- 
scription based on the very words of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. It tells the 
story of a Pharisee who was so proud 
of his religion that he never realized 
his inadequacy before God; of a re- 
ligious leader who spoke in terms of 
thanksgiving, but whose heart was 
not thankful at all. If he had been 
honest with himself he would have 
prayed, “Lord, Thou shouldst be 
thankful that Thou hast me among 
Thy followers. Thou shouldst be 
thankful that I lend my good name 
to give honor and prestige to Thy 
cause. Thou shouldst be thankful for 
my continued financial support. 
Amen.” And it contrasts that Pharisee 
with a publican who may not have 
used the words of thanksgiving at all, 
but whose heart reached out to God. 
And because of it he was justified. 


We are nearing the season when 
our nation pauses each year for a day 
of thanks. The routines of govern- 
ment, of business, of education will 
be interrupted so that people may de- 
vote themselves wholly to the busi- 
ness of giving thanks. Great feasts 
will be prepared, and not improperly 
so, because even the Bible gives as 
an example a great annual feast day 
in Israel in which the people gave 
thanks to God for His provision for 
their needs, and to which they invited 
their friends, and the poor of the 
land, and even the strangers who 
were within their gates. Churches 
will be opened, and with good rea- 
son, for thanksgiving must of neces- 
sity lead to prayer, and thus to the 
house where prayer is wont to be 
made. 
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The day will be called Thanksgiv- 
ing. But not everyone will be thank- 
ful. Some will be completely absorb- 
ed in their business pursuits, and in 
the pleasures of this world. Some, like 
the Pharisee of Jesus’ parable, will 
use the words of thanksgiving. But, 
because their experience is so shallow, 
they will not recognize their total un- 
worthiness so that they might see His 
grace as the greatest thing for which 
to be thankful. Instead, they will pat 
themselves on the back because they 
are such good Christians. Some will 
recognize that the center of the 
Christian life is not themselves, but 
Jesus; that the great cause for grati- 
tude is not what they have been able 
to do, but what Christ has done for 
them. They will be humbled. And 
they will be really thankful. This was 
the spirit of the first Thanksgiving 
Day in our great country, the day 
after which our annual Thanksgiving 
celebration is patterned. It was not 
an arrogant group, proud of its own 
accomplishments, but a humble 
group, broken and grateful to God, 
which prepared that first memorable 


feast. 


It was in a village of seven log 
dwellings that the first American 
Thanksgiving was celebrated. Fifty 
souls, forty-four adults (of whom 


only five were housewives) and six 
children, were the people by whom 
it was planned. They were all that 
was left of the one hundred-and-two 
that the Mayflower had brought to 
the shores of the new land.

For almost a year the Pilgrims had 
worked and suffered and died. From 
December twenty-third until January 
thirteenth they had all labored to 
build the first log structure. They cut 
the trees by hand, stripped them, and 
carried or rolled them to the village 
site. Without the aid of machinery 
they hoisted the logs into place. 
Every morning they rowed the mile- 
and-a-half from the Mayflower to the 
shore. And every night they rowed 
back again. On the night of the thir- 
teenth some who had gone to work 
were too ill to return to the ship. 
They spent the night in the. unfinish- 
ed log enclosure. At six o'clock the 
next morning those on the Mayflower 
watched while their efforts went up 
in smoke. They hurried to shore ex- 
pecting to find the sick buried in the 
ashes. But they discovered that by 
superhuman strength they had been 
able not only to save themselves but 
the supplies which had been stored 
in the commons building. They start- 
ed again. An epidemic raged. It kill- 
ed forty-six that winter. They lacked 
adequate food supplies, and had no 
crop on which they could rely. In the 
spring, Squanto, a friendly Indian, 
taught them how to plant corn. They 
dug one hundred thousand holes with 
a hoe. They enriched the soil with 
forty tons of fish which they caught 
to make fertilizer. They watched the 
ground all night every night so that 
the wolves would not dig up the fish. 
Others died. And they buried their 
dead in the dark, and hid the place 
of burial, so that the unfriendly In- 
dians would not know how small the

In the face of hardship, 
humbled and repentant, and thankful 
to God that they had been spared, the 
fifty who now remained poured out 
their gratitude to God.

What About Judea? 


One of our most revered and oft- 
quoted Pentecostal promises is Acts 
1:8, “But ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all Ju- 
dea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” The real 
energizing force of this remarkable 
power has been a constant source of 
amazement both to ourselves and to 
those who have contacted or observ- 
ed this remarkable phenomena f rom 
the first century to the present day. 
The promise of the Indwelling Pres- 
ence in the person of the Holy Spirit 
Himself is not mere fancy or empty 
rhetoric, but actual experience to mul- 
titudes of believers. 


It seems to me, however, that there 
is in this wonderful verse a basic and 
underlying principle that we have 
treated far too casually .. . the prin- 
ciple of our personal responsibility to 
extend and expand the borders of our 
testimony until they encompass the 
“uttermost part of the earth.” To en- 
joy the blessing of our personal Pen- 
tecostal experience is one thing. To 
obey the command that accompanies 
the promise is another. 

Our first objective and place of pri- 
mary interest in this expansion pro- 
gram of witness is Jerusalem — our 
own home surroundings. The easiest 
phase of this great work is to create 
interest in the Home Base. In fact, we 
have many Godly and energetic Pas- 
tors as well as officials and church 
members who are good “Jerusalem” 
men and women. The immediate need 
of their own local problem takes all 
of their time, energy, money and at- 
tention. Their only concern is the de- 
velopment of “Jerusalem” — it is so 
close to them and they to it that there 
is little or no interest beyond the 
limited confines of their own im- 
mediate responsibility. 

Perhaps the next easiest part of this 
Divine Objective is to stimulate in- 
terest in the regions beyond. “Foreign 
Missions,” we often call it! The aura 
of romance and unusual interest that 
faraway places can hold for all of us 
makes many of us good “uttermost 
part” people. Some have been s0 
forcefully gripped by the challenge 
of the staggering need across the seas 
that they have lost sight of every- 
thing else and given time, talent, and

even self to this great cause of reach- 
ing the, heathen lost. 

But what about “Judea” and “Sam- 
aria?” What do they represent? Sure- 
ly they must stand for those needy 
areas, oft-neglected, that stand be- 
tween our own home responsibility 
and the distant shores of a pagan 
country. They have neither the con- 
stant pressure of close proximity or 
the emotional appeal of the unusual 
and the unique to forcefully demand 
our attention. Yet they are surely in- 
cluded in the Master’s command and 
are an important part of the larger 
and more balanced vision our Lord 
encouraged when He declared: “The 
field is the world.”

THE GIFT OF HELPS

A short time ago I received a letter from a Home Missionary thanking 
the Womens’ Missionary Council for their ministry of “helps” as set forth in 


1 Corinthians 12:28, 


We usually do not associate “helps” and “governments” as gifts, but this 
verse clearly states that God hath set some in the church for this purpose. 
Who knows that when the final analysis has been reached that the gift of 
“helps” is one that should have been more earnestly coveted. 


The ministry of “helps” is prob- 
ably a series of small tasks, none too 
great in themselves and when com- 
pleted may not even draw a com- 
ment, let alone a word of praise. In 
fact, very often a person who has a 
ministry of “helps” goes by complete- 
ly unnoticed, by man, that is. It has 
been said that “There is no limit to 
the good you can do, if you do not 
care who gets the credit for it.” 

What better ministry can the 
Women’s Missionary Council ask for 
than the gift of “helps?” It is broad 
in its field and ranges from spiritual 
ministry of Intercessory prayer and 
soul winning to the practical side of 
washing a sick neighbor’s clothes. It 
is wide in its scope, inasmuch as it 
reaches around the world, yet em- 
braces its closest’ neighbor. 

I am suggesting a few “helps” for 
each local W. M. C. to concentrate 
upon in the month of November and 
December. 


1. Take a box of Christmas cards 
to a regular W. M. C. meeting and 
send one to EVERY missionary listed 
in the back of our red handbook. (A 
corrected list of addresses appears 
on this page.) 

Write a note on the back of each 
card introducing your WMC group 
or church. The missionaries are in- 
terested in W. M. C. projects, church 
and district news. 

(2) Enclose flower seeds, packages 
of dry yeast, hankies, Christmas seals, 
packages of needles, embroidery 
thread, etc. Keep alert for different 
kinds of “enclosures” while shopping. 


(3) Christmas programs will soon 
be in the offing. Strangers will visit 
our churches. Look at your church 
objectively. Does it need new plat- 
form curtains? New altar rug? Is the 
paint chipped? What do the nur- 
sery and rest rooms look like? How 
about the song books — falling apart: 
Does your church need a good clean- 
ing? These are good W. M. C. pro- 
jects.

(6) Lastly, “Help yourself,” for a 
person busy for the Lord is a happy 
person purged from the temptation 
of self pity and uselessness. “Let us— 
find grace to HELP in the time of 
need.” Hebrews 4:16.
